bellion—an impartial investigation 
of the prison. 
F. Lovell Bixby, deputy commis­ 
sioner of institutions and agencies, 
said the departm ent would re­ 
quest the Osborne Association, a 
foundation 
interested 
in 
prison 
problems, to make a survey at the 
prison. 
In a statem ent issued through 
Warden William H. earthy, Bixby 
said the association would be re­ 
quested to “advise officials as to 
the needs and requirements of the 
ancient institution.” 
Buildings in the state prison 
used regularly were built in 1835. 
Hostages Unharmed 
As the Trenton mutineers sur­ 
rendered three prison employes 
they held hostage were whisked 
away in the warden s automobile 
to their homes. 
They were re­ 
ported in good condition. 
, The convicts were taken to the 
prison 
hospital, 
searched 
for 
weapons, given baths and locked 
in their cells. 
At Rahway, R. William Lagay, 
superintendent of the prison farm, 
said he believed the mutineers 
there “will be ready to negotiate 
surrender before long.” 
The Rahway disorders started 
Thursday night in a dormitory 
wing where the convicts holed 
themselves up with nine guards as 
hostages. 
“I think we can settle this m at­ 
te r just as we settled it in Tren­ 
ton,” Lagay said. 
The 
Trenton 
convicts during 
their rebellion shouted for remov­ 
al of Carty as prison warden and 
demanded an investigation of the 
prison by an im partial body. 
Carty called in representatives 
of the Osborne Association, to 
hear the convicts* side of the story 
and then successfully waited for 
the rebelling gang to get hungry 
enough to give up. 
In both revolts the mutineers 
smashed windows and destroyed 
furniture. 
Complain by Banners 
The Rahway group hung red 
sheets from the windows on which 
were lettered their demands for 
an investigation and one bore the 
legend “Stop boating cons.” 
At both prisons authorities de­ 
clined to use force to rout the 
rebelling inmates, both to avoid 
bloodshed and because they held 
prison employes hostage. 
The Rahway mutiny was the 
fifth disorder in New Jersey in 
three weeks. 
3ixby said “the punishment to 
be inflicted as a result of the dis­ 
turbance will be determined later 
after a full investigation.”

miles. 
This biggest-in-history flood for 
the Missouri valley ran almost 
uncontrolled

northeastern 
Kansas. It w'as driving families 
from their homes in growing num­ 
bers in Nebraska. Iowa, Missouri 
and Kansas. Damage and flood- 
fighting costs were mounting into 
uncounted millions. 
The new threat to Omaha de­ 
veloped suddenly last night w’hen 
pressure from the raging river 
tide blew out a sew’er line lead­

“It is surprisin g,” 
commen ts Erich Bran d eis, “how 
man y people thin k that creative 
work is a cin ch. Just because 
brain callouses d on ’t show on the 
outsid e, a lot of folks have an 
id ea that writers an d artists d on ’t 
work.” Recall Pope’s couplet:

every d ay between election d ay an d March 4, when 
the n ew Presid en t used to be in augurated . 
It was because the in terregn um between the 
first Tuesd ay after the first Mon d ay in November 
an d March 4 was too lon g th at Con gress chan ged 
the in auguration of the n ew Presid en t to’ Jan uary 
20. 
It would be more efficien t to make it even 
soon er after election d ay * 
In . spite of the legal pbssibility of Mr. Trum an 
succeed in g himself, he an n oun ced on March 29 that 
He would n ot be a can d id ate. That d eclaration re­ 
d uced his stature as a political lead er; it d id n ot, 
in an y respect, lessen his authority as Presid en t. 
It is in terestin g to speculate on the n ature of 
restrain ts placed upon the Presid en t. 
He could , 
within Con stitution al boun d s, practically d evelop 
in to a d ictator. The courts have d ifficulties in re­ 
strain in g him when he commits ah un con stitu­ 
tion al act, as he d id in the m atter of the steel in ­ 
d ustry on the fallacious theory of “in heren t pow­ 
ers. ”Con gress could pass a join t resolution of oppo­ 
sition to his con d uct. 
The Presid en t cotrtd , with­ 
out em barrassmen t, ign ore such a resolution . Con ­ 
gress could pass an act d efin in g the Presid en t’s 
powers in 'a particular m atter. 
He could v eto the 
act. 
Con gress might then pass it over his veto 
by a two-third s vote of .those presen t. 
It would 
then be law, but Con gress has n o mean s to force 
the Presid en t to ofeey the law. 
Con gress could impeach the Presid en t. 
This is 
a complicated process, on ly tried on ce in our his­ 
tory as regard s the Presid en t an d n ot successfully . 
Un less Presid en t Truman committed a great out­ 
rage, became phy sically or men tally in capacitated , 
it is n ot likely that Con gress would feel justified 
in resortin g to so ex treme a measure.

STUDY OF PAIN 
At the Univ ersity of Rochester a group of 
student v olunteers took part in an ex peri­ 
ment to study pain. By application of elec­ 
tric current to the fillings in their teeth the 
students 
artificially 
induced 
toothaches. 
Measurements were taken of how increasing 
the current affected the degree of pain felt 
by the v ictims. Some interesting conclusions 
were reached and the study of pain and way s 
to reliev e it may hav e been adv anced by 
the suffering students. 
The ex perimenting scientist was unable to 
discov er whether men or women are best 
able to stand the pain of a toothache. Like 
the man who continually hit himself on the 
head with a hammer because it felt so good 
when it stopped, the ex periment probably 
prov ed one thing conclusiv ely . It is better 
not to hav e a toothache than it is to hav e 
one. 


The latest model washing machines auto­ 
matically wash, double rinse and then dry 
a load of clothes before shutting themselv es 
off. About all that is needed now is one 
that will iron the things and put them in 
the dresser drawers. 


Not long ago an American notable was 
recalled by the publication of his letters, two- 
thirds of which had nev er appeared in print. 
This was Benjamin Rush, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and perhaps 
the leading American doctor of his day . He 
strov e for prison reform, and better educa­ 
tion for girls; he opposed capital punishment, 
and was perhaps the first to adv ocate the 
study of v eterinary medicine.

The proced ure can be repeated if n ecessary .

Its use should n ot be postpon ed un til it is a 
last resort because other method s have failed . 
5. 
In ad d ition to n itrogen metabolites (leftover 
substan ces from the bod y ’s action on n itrogen ous 
substan ces) which may be tox ic in high con cen tra­ 
tion sod ium, potassium, calcium an d w ater can 
also be removed selectively . In patien ts in whom 
min eral substan ces are n ot in sufficien t amoun ts in 
the blood , these substan ces may be restored with­ 
out ad d ition of other electroly te (substan ces d e­ 
composed by electricity ) or w ater). “Method s of 
con trollin g tox icity of the bath fluied ad d ed greatly 
to the efficacy an d safety of the proced ure an d 
wid en ed its use to the poin t where it was possible 
to use it without d ifficulty on a child aged three 
an d on e half,” the d octors stated . 
Clin ical con d ition s in which the artificial kid n ey 
may be of value are acute an uria (in ability to pass 
urin e), too much calcium in the blood , chron ic 
con d ition of blood in the urin e, hy poatremia (n ot 
en ough sod ium in the blood ) hy pern atrem ia (too 
much sod ium in the blood ), schocklike states an d 
con gestive heart failure, an d w ater (ed ema) in the 
chest cavity . 
From the above we learn somethin g of the im­ 
portan ce of the kid n ey s in selectin g m aterials from 
the blood , the m aterials that are helpful to the 
bod y ’s n eed s an d the m aterials that can be harm ­ 
ful if n ot removed .

LAME D IC K PR ESID EN T 
The Am erican C onstitutional system of checki 
and balances will be strained for IO m onths while 
we have a lame duck President. 
This is not. the 
first 
tim e this has happened. 
H erb ert Hoover 
faced all the difficulties th at beset a lame duck 
President. 
The Congress regarded him as a non­ 
political personality whose im portance diminished 
e v e n ’ day betw een election day and M arch 4. when 
the new President used to be inaugurated. 
It was because the interregnum betw een the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem ber 
and M arch 4 was too long th at Congress changed 
the inauguration of the new President to Jan u ary 
20. 
It would be more efficient to m ake it even 
sooner after election da>. 
In spite of the legal possibility of Mr. T rum an 
succeeding himself, he announced on M arch 29 th at 
he would not be a candidate. 
That declaration re­ 
duced his sta tu te as a political leader; it did not, 
in any respect, lessen his authority as President. 
It is interesting to speculate on the nature of

Unless President Trum an com m itted a great o u t­ 
rage, became physically or m entally incapacitated, 
it is not likely th at Congress would feel justified 
in resorting to so extrem e a m easure. 
Actually, Mr. T rum an’s powers increased once 
he decided not to run for President, ainee he need 
no longer w orry about his popularity. 
He can pur­ 
sue courses that are extrem ely unpopular and the 
people would have to wait until Jan u ary 20, 1953, 
before they could be rid of him. 
He might, on the 
o ther hand, use his rem aining m onths in the W hite 
House to m ake himself a beloved person, for in­ 
stance. by instituting economies that would aid 
every’ taxpayer. 
The restrain ts upon the President are then 
first, his conscience, secondly, his regard for pub­ 
lic opinion. 
A President m ay respect the Consti­ 
tution as a sacred docum ent, preserving its au th o r­ 
ity over his conduct: another President, like H arry 
Trum an, m ay stretch the C onstitution so thin that 
it loses its character. 
President Trum an by-passed and even violated 
the C onstitution when he made w ar in Korea 
w ithout the consent of Congress. 
It has been said 
that he consulted im portant leaders of both p ar­ 
ties; the C onstitution m akes no provision for such 
consultation. 
Specifically it says: 
“The Congress 
shall have power . . . to declare war. . • • 
To 
evade that provision, the President called the Ko­ 
rean w ar a police action, and set up the fiction 
th at it was being conducted by the United N a­ 
tions. 
The President violated the C onstitution when 
he seized the steel plants. 
He got around th at by 
fiction* of "inherent powers,” arising out of the 
Pream ble to the Constitution. 
The Tenth Amend­ 
m ent com pletely negatives the concept of “inherent 
powers,” no m atter how the Pream ble is viewed. 
The Korean W ar stood and has already cost us 
m ore than 107.00C casualties; the steel seizure 
stands because the courts will not grant an in­ 
junction against the President. 
W hat would happen if the President between 
now and Jan u ary 20 com m itted this country to 
decisions which increase our obligations, or as in 
the case of Korea, bring upon this nation greater 
dishonors? W hat can br done about it? Very' lit­ 
tle, apart from im peachm ent. 
H r would be well 
w ithin his rights, unless he made a treaty which 
would require senatorial confirmation.

Trum an may pursue the course followed at Yalta. 
where, without treaties, the United S tates was for 
all practical purposes com m itted to perm anent 
w ar.

STUDY OF PAIN 
At the University of Rochester a group of | 
student volunteers took part in an experi­ 
ment to study pain.
